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Psychology of

Last year the Rams virtually buried the San 
Diego Chargers, under a 50-7 avalanche of points. 
Last week the Ranis were given their worst heat­ 
ing in two seasons. 42-10. by the Dallas Cowboys. 

What psychological effect will the>r opposite 
results have on the Rams in San Diego Saturday 
night when they face the Chargers again? Co- 
captain Eddie Meador his a ready ,»n>wer.

"I think we'll be helped." said the 10-year 
veteran safety during a lull between practices at 
the Fuilerton training camp. "First, that defeat by 
Dallas has certainly brought us back to earth It 
should toughen our team character. I think that 
after taking a licking it's easier mentally to get 
ready for the next game. We'll bounce back.

"Second, that one-sided win over the Chargers 
in 1967 was a long time age. We've virtually for­ 
gotten it. And we know that what we did against a 
team a year ago means absolutely nothing now. 
Teams change a lot in a season.

"They gave the Steel^rs a tremendous battle 
last Saturday night. It took a last-second field goal 
to ^cat them. I watched them lose to Oakland on 
i V recently, but that game meant nothing; they 
vent with subs almost all the way.

"I have never felt the Chargers were as bad as 
they looked against us. They had some key injuries- 
when we played them. We got two quick breaks. 
took a big lead and could afford to gamble It A as 
like our game last week with Dallas. The Cowboys 
cashed in on three fast touchdowns and were loose 
from then on.

"So we aren't going down to San Diego expect­ 
ing another runaway. We should be up for them. 
There's a certain league pride that you have In 
beating an API, team But coach Sid Gillman will 
have his team ready. It's a cinch he wants to get 
even."

While Meador didn't mention it. he slaved 
one of the key roles in the 19fi7 massacre. His 
interception of a John Hadl p;iss and 21-ya.rd 
touchdown runback. coming inly 51 second* after 
a previous steal and scoring return by Clancy 
Williams, had the Chargers reeling halfwav 
through the first quarter and they were never able 
to regain their poise.

By the end of the period they trailed. 24-0, 
by halftime it w as 43-0. and midwav in the third 
it went to 50-0 even as the Rams compassionately 
threw in all their reserves.

Mrador finds it difficult to pin down the 
reason for the Rams' poor showing ag?inst the 
Cowboys. "We just mr.de mistakes all around   
the offense. the defense and the sprcial units. 
Their first touchdown was to my man. I was cover­ 
ing Rob Haves. He came doun. then turned in as 
if on a hook pattern. I took a step forward, and he 
just took off. Once he's pnst you, there's no w?y 
to catch him."

While Meador blames himself for playing 
Haves wrongly, the 58-yard touchdown pass-.md- 
run underscored what rival defenders have been 
saying about Haves (or a year: the Olympian end 
not only still has bla/ing speed, hut has developed 
move* as good as any reciever in the league.

Eddie believes the current Ram team is at 
least the equal of the amazini; 1967 squad that 
won 18 and tied two ol a 22-game campaign "We 
should be stronger. We've played a full year 
together. Rut up to now we've not been as sharp. 
Actually, last week was the first the fujl defense 
worked together as a unit, and the offcnse hasn't 
practiced yet as a complete unit "

All of his ambitions are tied up in this seat's 
championship drive. "I don't have any individual 
goals except helping win a league title and the 
Super Bowl," he said. "The other things don't 
matter"

The "other things" are the all-time Rain record 
for interceptions, which Kddie set last year at 83; 
twice winning the Most Valuable Player award 
from Ye Old Rams; being chosen Arkansas' out­ 
standing pro athlete for 1%7; and induction into 
the N.MA I small college) Hall of Fame.

Meador is now in his 10th year with the Rams. 
Only two other playeis, both on the cunent team, 
have longer records Lainar Lundy is in his 12th 
season and Jack Pbidee his llth Milt Plum is 
playing his 12th year in the NFL, but this is his 
first with the Hams.

Eddie realixes those years have taken some of 
his speed, but he has compensated by developing 
an instinct for being in the right place at the right 
time. This was evident in his em lit ii.tciceptions 
last year, high for the dub and third best in the 
league, and a total of 100 tackles and assists 
during the season. They added up to AI1-NF1, 
honors and his best yeai f\,i

He doesn't feel that tin- it mis 1 title hopes 
have been dimmed by last week s setback. It w»n't 
go in the official archives. "BeMiliv" Kddie points 
out reasonably, 'in 25 games OUT the past two 
Masons we have lost exactly three It's still a good 
record."

West Squad Aims 
High in Bay Loop

West High's football War- 
rtnrs finished hist season 
with a 9-0 record, tops in 
4he league, earning a berth 
In the CIF playoifs. But that 
was in the Pioneer League. 
This season, head coach 
Fred I'ctersen's gridders 
jump two steps into the Bay 
league and into much 
heavier competition. Is Pe- 
tersen worried? In a word, 
no.

"If we can stay healthy, 
we will be very tough," he 
told the Press-Herald after 
Tuesday night's weigh-ins 
and physicals for his varsity 
prospects.

But if depth It a weak 
point, good experience in 
first stringers is the War­ 
riors' forte. Returning to the 
ranks this year will be 
West's 3rd year senior quar 
tor hack. Coy Hall, who to­ 
gether with offensive end 
Gary Kendrick. made WcM 
the most feared passing team 
in the league Kendrick also 
returning -- set school rec­ 
ords in passes caught and 
total yardage He was an all- 
league selection.

Returning .stalwarts in­ 
clude offensive guard and 
potential all-CIF candidate 
Jim Stroffe: halfback, de­ 
fensive buck and liueback 
er iwhew'i Dean Owens: of­ 
fensive ends Al Swanbeck 
and Chuck Farrah; both 
starting defensive tackles 
I'aul Johnson, who is also a 
kicker and all league selec­ 
tion, and Richard Pierce.

"The returning defensive 
hacks please me almost as 
much as having by quarter­ 
back again," Petcrsen said.

Three of the four defensive 
backs are returning, and 
they are Bob Oliver (all- 
league i; Jim Carton (school 
record in pass intercep­ 
tions 9). and Randy Car­ 
ter. The fourth back will be 
Don Clark, who was very 
impressive last year, though 
not a regular.

Although Hall and Ken­ 
drick made the pass attack 
West's main source of 
strength, Petersen feels they 
will be "sound in every de­ 
partment."

He supports his claim with 
what he calls his best Inter­ 
ior line ever, a team of 
strong, intelligent line- 
backers and a fine crop of 
young players coming up 
from his championship Bee 
and Cee teams

Last year's punter was 
Jim Parton. who consistent­ 
ly booted kickoffs into the 
end zone and bit 40 yard 
field goals. Coach Petersen 
believes he has found a re­ 
placement   at least in the 
punting department   for 
Parton, even though Jim is 
considered a top college 
prospect for his kicking 
alone, aside from being a 
fine defensive plaver

The punter to replace Par- 
ton is Paul Smith, a sopho­ 
more. Veteran Pro kicker 
Danny Villanueva told 
Smith, after 'he then fresh­ 
man had booted a 75-yard 
punt, that he had the best 
leg be had ever seen for a 
boy his age.

The only question marks 
on the rosier seem to be 
the positions or offensive 
tackle and fullback. The of­ 
fensive tackle spot is Inex­ 
perienced, as is fullback. 
Candidates for fullback In­ 
clude Swanbeck, Owens and 
Cuellar.

The move into the higher 
league was a strange one. 
Petersen had the opportu­ 
nity to move up only one 
league into the Sky League, 
but because of the growing 
population of West High 
(the standard of league 
placement), the Warriors 
would be able to stay there 
for just two years.

"1 felt that rather than 
take roots in a league we 
would outgrow in two years, 
we should make the big 
jump now, and take our 
chances," Petersen explain­ 
ed.

Petersen figures Mlra 
Costa and Santa Monica 
high schools are the teams 
to beat next season. "We will 
be in the top three with 
those two schools." he .said.

Assisting Coach Petersen 
in bis instructional duties 
will be assistant line coach­ 
es Fred Birch and Max 
Iximis, and defensive bavk 
coach Dennis llaryung.

"We just might take our 
knocks for awhile in this 
bigger league," Petersen 
said with a wry grin, "But 
1 think we'll do fine. Just 
fine."
